THE FUNCTIONS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC WORKS 


The Department of Public Works is required to provide suitable accommodation, the nceessary furn- 
ishings and equipment to all departments of the government so that the departments may carry out the 
various functions required of them. Such accommodation is provided in buildings rented, purchased or 
constructed by the Department of Public Works. “he department is responsible for the construction of 
all provincial government buildings.

The department is also responsible for the servicing and maintenance of provincial government-owned 
buildings, with the exception of various self-governing institutions such as the Universities, and this re- 
quires the services of a large group of men with assorted technical skills. | Carpenters, plumbers, electric- 
ians and other tradesmen keep these buildings in good repaii; gardeners maintain the surrounding grounds, 
which are quite extensive at some locations, caretakers keep the buildings clean; men operate the elevators 
and watchmen guard the buildings at night. 


The extensive program of construction which we are presently undertaking requires not only the 
services of a staff of architects, engineers, draftsmen, surveyors and building inspectors who design and 
plan the buildings and supervise the work of the contractors but, also, the engagement of private consult 
ing architects and engineers. A resume dealing with the engagement of consultants follows later in this 


report. 


Some urgent and also minor construction work is undertaken by our own forces. Such work is kept 
to a minimum because it is the policy of the department to have whatever construction work necessary done 
whenever possible by the contractors. “This requires the department to maintain a staff of tradesmen 
which is augmented by temporary staff as the requirements of the work necessitate. “Che department also 
operates various trade-shops where furniture and equipment such as laboratory benches, etc. are made. 


A group of engineers, firemen, and tradesmen working under the Director of Physical Plant is re- 
sponsible for the supply of electrical power, heat, water and sewage disposal at the twenty-two largest in- 
stitutions. [hese men also design, install and maintain the special equipment necessary. At these insti- 
tutions, farm machinery, milking, canning, laundry, kitchen and fire fighting equipment is maintained 
and kept in good repair by the staff. The utilities and maintenance service of a large institution is 
comparable to the servicing of a town of two or three thousand people. 


The department has a number of other functions including the arrangements for the installation and 
rental of telephones, rental of parking stalls on government property throughout the province to civil ser- 
vants and, when required, the buying and leasing of lands for building sites. 


A garage located on the ground floor of Block “E”’, Terrace Building, Edmonton, services the auto- 
mobile fleet of the government. 
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CALLING TENDERS AND AWARDING CONTRACTS 


Departments of the government which need additional work space submit their space requirements to 
the Department of Public Works. If, in order to provide this additional space, a new building is deemed 
necessary, the Properties Section acquires a suitable building site and prepares a program of requirements 
for the architectural office. “The architects, in turn, effect liaison with the departments concerned, and 
the actual space requirements and the purpose of the proposed building are determined. In cooperation 
with the departments which will be housed in the building, preliminary plans are drawn and, from such 
plans, an estimate of construction cost is obtained. A sum of money is submitted in the annual estimates 
for the next fiscal year for approval by the Legislature. “The actual amount of money requested is depen- 
dent upon the amount of construction that this department estimates will be done in the following fiscal 
year. If actual construction is not expected in the following fiscal year, a nominal sum not exceeding 
$10,000.00 is requested to cover preliminary investigations on the site, which may include soil testing 
and/or utility line relocations. 


The design and basic construction ‘and materials of which the structure will be built are determined 
by the Director of Design and Construction in consultation with his technical staff and with any private 
consultants who may have been commissioned. ‘Their recommendations in the form of sketch proposals 
accompanied by a full report and budget are then submitted to the Deputy Minister for approval and 
referral to the user department. When the proposals are approved by the department concerned, the 
Minister of Public Works is requested to submit the proposal to the Treasury Board and to obtain ap- 
proval to proceed with final plans. Detailed plans are then drawn and submitted for approval to the 
Deputy Minister, bearing the signatures of the Director of Design and Construction, the Chief Architect 
and the Chief Engineer. If approval is obtained from the Deputy Minister, the plans are then submitted 
to the Minister of the department concerned and this Minister is requested to sign the plans. ‘Finally, 
the plans are submitted to the Minister of the Department of Public Works with a request that he obtain 
Treasury Board approval to call tenders on the project. When Treasury Board approval has been ob- 
tained, tenders are then called. 


Advertisements calling for tenders are placed in the major newspapers throughout the province and 
in trade papers, and such advertisements usually run for a period of two days. Advertisements are also 
placed in newspapers of major centres across the country for tenders on larger projects. 


The size of the project under construction determines the length of the “tender period”. All tenders 
are opened in public at two o’clock on a Thursday afternoon in the Conference Room of the Department 
of Public Works. “The department will consider the use of acceptable alternate materials to those speci- 
fied during the tender period, but applications for such alternate approvals will not be accepted later than 
a stipulated time, usually fourteen days prior to the closing date of tenders. No request for the employ- 
ment of alternate materials is considered after the contract has been awarded. When it is necessary to 
issue addenda approving alternate materials or clarifying a change in design, such addenda are issued at 
least seven days prior to the closing of tenders and, incidentally, these addenda are sent by double regis- 
tered mail to any contractor who has indicated his intention to bid on the project by obtaining plans and 
specifications. “Ihe plans and specifications are available on payment of a nominal deposit to those firms 
registered in or eligible for registration in the Province of Alberta. This is refunded when the plans and 
specifications are returned to the department within a specified time limit. Additional copies of the plans 
and specifications are also sent to the Construction Associations in the major cities throughout the province 
and to the other major cities in Canada in the case of larger projects. Plan Room Services provided by 
these Associations to their members are of considerable benefit to the department, as trade contractors 
and suppliers who are otherwise unable to obtain plans and specifications may prepare their quotations 
using the facilities of the Associations. 


During the past year, the department has continued to use the services of the Alberta Bid Depository 
for all contracts exceeding $100,000.00. The Alberta Bid Depository is operated by the Alberta Construc- 
tion Association, which represents the building industry in Alberta. “This system requires all subcontrac- 
tors to send to the Alberta Bid Depository any bids the subcontractor wishes to submit to a general con- 
tractor. The Alberta Bid Depository distributes to the general contractors the bids received from the 
subcontractors. 


Each tenderer must submit with his tender a sum of not less than 10% of the total tender price or a 
stipulated amount. While such deposit is usually a Bid Bond, the department accepts cash, Dominion 
of Canada Bearer Bonds or a certified cheque. At the close of the tender opening, the tender deposits 
submitted by the two lowest tenderers are held pending a review of tenders. “The lowest tender is checked 
carefully by the department Tendering Committee to ensure that it complies with the specifications and 
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that all subcontractors are shown and that those shown are acceptable to the department. A bid sheet is 
prepared and signed by the committee that opened the tenders and is forwarded to the Minister of Public 
Works with a press release giving complete details. Following the Minister’s approval, a letter of intent 
is forwarded by the department to the successful tender advising that contract documents are being pre- 
pared for his signature. “The contract documents are prepared in duplicate and forwarded to the contrac- 
tor. When returned properly signed by the contractor, they are then signed by the Mimister of Public 
Works. 


When the successful contractor returns the signed contract documents to the department, he may 
substitute his tender deposit with a Performance Bond. If he does not do this but leaves as a guarantee 
or security deposit the original certified cheque or replaces this cheque with negotiable bonds equal to 10% 
of the total tendered price, the department retains as a holdback 10% of the total of each progress esti- 
mate. However, if the contractor does substitute a Performance Bond for his original tender deposit, the 
department retains 15% of the total of each progress estimate. It will thus be seen that when the contrac- 
tor has completed the project, the department has either: 


1. Negotiable bonds equal to 10% of the total tendered price or the amount submitted as a certified 
cheque along with the tender'as a guarantee for the satisfactory completion of the contract and 
also a holdback equal to 10% of the total payments made by progress estimates, or 


2. A Performance Bond as a guarantee for the satisfactory completion of the contract and also a 
holdback equal to 15% of the total payments made by progress estimates. 


The department makes an inspection of the completed project and, if the contract has been completed 
to the satisfaction of the department, payment of the monies held back from the payment of each progress 
estimate is made to the contractor thirty days later. If the project is not completed to the satisfaction of 
the department, the payment of the monies held back from the payment of each progress estimate is with- 
held until all deficiencies have been corrected. 


Performance Bonds expire one year after the acceptance of the project, thus providing a guarantee 
for that period. If a certified cheque or Government of Canada bonds equal to 10% of the tender price 
have been deposited as guarantee for the successful completion of the contract, the security deposit is re- 
turned to the contractor progressively during the warranty year. 


On the following pages will be found a list of tenders called and contracts awarded during the fiscal 
year under review. Previous annual reports have included detailed description of the majority of the pro- 
jects under construction during the year. “This section of the report has been discontinued; however, in- 
formation on specific projects may be obtained by interested parties on application to the department. Such 
applications may be forwarded to the attention of Honourable W. O. Backus, M.D., Minister of Public 
Works, Legislative Building, Edmonton, Alberta.

ARCHITECTURAL BRANCH 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Department of Public Works provides the other Departments of the Government with property 
management services. Additional space needs of client departments are thoroughly scrutinized by the 
Public Works’ “space committee’? which may recommend refusal of requests or the provision of space by 
either leasing private facilities, renovating existing Government owned buildings or the planning of new 
building space. 


Under the direction of the Chief Architect, the three Principal Architects of the Architectural Branch 
liaise with their allocated client departments and evaluate the actual space needs and the functional require- 
ments if renovations or new buildings are deemed necessary. 


Acting as the client departments’ expert representative, the Principal Architect develops, with his staff, 
long range plans and tentative cost projections to the approval of the Director of Design and Construc- 
tion and the client department. Projects with priority are then determined and the tentative cost recon- 
ciled with budgetary limitations. The Principal Architect provides all necessary assistance his client de- 
partments may require in preparing a budget schedule. 


The Minister of the client department will then formally request the Department of Public Works to 
include the cost of the proposed capital works in the next year’s budget to be passed by the Legislature. 


For each approved project the Principal Architects prepare a planning and construction schedule with 
a time chart. “The entire process from program development to preliminary planning and design, working 
drawings and contract documents, tender period, and finally the construction phase will be scheduled, al- 
lowing for each phase sufficient time to obtain Treasury Board approval to proceed in order to provide 
the Government with continuous fiscal control. 


Interbranch meetings are then held wherein suitable projects are allocated either to the Physical Plant 
Division, the Engineering Branch with its structural, mechanical, electrical, and site development sections 
or to the Architectural planning and production section which is administered by a supervising architect. 


Subject to its staff situation, each section will coordinate production of plans in accordance with the 
project schedule of the Principal Architects, who at this time also recommend to the Chief Architect, the 
projects which may be commissioned to private prime consultants. 


For those projects, consultant selection forms are being prepared and submitted to the Minister of 
Public Works who selects the prime consultant firm and issues an offer of a commission and subsequent 
contract documents upon acceptance. 


The services of a private prime consultant may be retained for any phase of the “work” including the 
program development phase. However, the Principal Architects endeavor to prepare all building programs 
with their own staff to fully satisfy the specific needs of the client department and to ensure cost control 
not only during the planning phases but up to completion of construction as they must accept the finished 
building on behalf of their client department. 


During fiscal year 1970-71, the Architectural Branch processed 511 capital works projects with total 
expenditures in excess of $33.8 million for the following client departments:

Of this, full architectural services were provided by the staff of the Architectural Branch for 186 
projects with expenditures in the amount of $7,164,151.09. Also included in the above total are capital 
expenditures amounting to $14,383,091.59 for work designed and planned by private prime consultants 
whose services were being scrutinized by the Principal Architects under the direction of the Chief Architect. 


A total of 32 prime consultant firms were under commission by the Department of Public Works for 
design, planning and construction phase services on 39 major projects. The total funds paid out to these 
firms amounted to $971,945.94 which includes total fees of prime consultants and their sub-consultants, re- 
imbursement of expenses, costs of tests and other services. Fees paid were in accordance with the fee 
schedule of the Department of Public Works’ “Terms of Employment and Methods of Procedure for 
Private Prime Consultants’. 


The operation of the Architectural Branch is directed by the Chief Architect who is assisted by the 
Architectural Coordinator. Directly responsible to the Chief Architect are the following section heads: 


Three Principal Architects 

One Supervising Architect 

One Specifications Supervisor

This includes all staff of the four special sections of the Architectural Branch. 


1. THE SPECIFICATIONS SECTION of the Architectural Branch prepares all specifications 


for projects designed and planned within the Department. A set of reference specifications is provided 
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to private consultant firms commissioned with Government projects. “The consultant is required to pre- 
pare his specifications in accordance with the reference set in order to maintain quality standards based on 
proven performance of material and workmanship. 


Up-to-date technical information and data on materials and methods of construction are being main- 
tained as well as current rates for materials and labour. Alternative methods are investigated and rec- 
ommended to the Principal Architects or private consultants to ensure competitive bidding. 


Stringent cost control is exercised on all Public Works’ projects. Quantity takeoffs are made prior 
to tender to check or determine the final estimate of cost. Applied knowledge of current market con- 
ditions has proven a valuable asset in keeping bid prices within budgetary limitations. 


2. The LANDSCAPE DEVELOPMENT SECTION of the Architectural Branch provides land- 
scape recommendations and designs for Government sites and examines all landscape designs prepared by 
private consultants. 


Landscape design evaluations consider the site, the building, the choice of plant material as to height, 
color and display arrangement and the effects of plants for year round beauty. 


Complete working drawings are required for new sites prior to commencement of site work by either 
landscape contractors, the client’s own forces or by the Physical Plant Division. | Major projects com- 
pleted during the past year include the Senior Citizens’ Home in Lamont, the Provincial Building in 
Grande Cache, the Courthouse in Wetaskiwin and the Highways Repair Depot in Edmonton. 


A continuing evaluation program of existing sites has enabled this section to recommend improvements 
which have been executed in progressive steps. Landscape master-planning is essential before changes are 
recommended, such as horticultural procedures, choice of plant material and designs to unify the site as a 
whole. Progressive stages have been completed at the Legislative Building Grounds and the Agricultural 
and Vocational College in Vermilion. 


Landscape design concepts are continually under study in order to achieve the desired standards at a 
minimum cost and to create a pleasing setting on each site. 


3. The ACOUSTICS SECTION of the Architectural Branch is in charge of all acoustical matters 
which relate to Government buildings throughout the Province. Guidance is provided to the Principal 
Architects or private prime consultants at early stages in the planning and design of new buildings in order 
to keep costs for acoustical considerations at a minimum. Investigations are made into all problems with 
respect to architectural acoustics; these include reverberation, sound insulation and noise. Recommenda- 
tions usually incorporate detailed drawings and specifications. 


During the past fiscal year, the services of the Acoustics Section were requested twenty-four times in- 
cluding the following major projects: The New Edmonton Courthouse; Provincial Building, Medicine 
Hat; Alberta Health Care Insurance Commission Building, Edmonton; the New Central Testing Labor- 
atory, Edmonton; the Public Works South Power Plant, University of Alberta Area, Edmonton; the 
Workmens Compensation Board Office Building, Edmonton; Forest Service Depot, Edmonton; Youth 
Development Centre, Edmonton; the Provincial Northern Auditorium, Edmonton; and at N.A.I.T. and 
S.Ay Le 


4. The INTERIOR DESIGN SECTION of the Architectural Branch is called upon by Client 
Departments to improve the interior of existing Government buildings and prepare interior designs for new 
facilities. 


It is the function of this Section to develop an interior environment, a pleasing atmosphere in harmony 
with the operational requirements at reasonable cost. 


One of the major accomplishments has been the organization of a distribution system of stock furni- 
ture for Government buildings. “The use of standard furniture and the strict adherence to its distribution 
has upgraded the appearance of offices, established a needed standard relative to an employee’s position 
and permitted the Purchasing Agency to obtain tenders on quantity purchases, thereby achieving great 
savings for the Treasury. 
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Two hundred-twenty five (225) projects have been completed by this Section during the 1970-71 
fiscal year. “The total expenditures for furnishings and equipment selected and processed were in the am- 


ount of $4,793,790.50. 


The Architectural Office in Calgary is responsible in three major areas as follows: 


1. CALGARY HEALTH SCIENCES CENTRE — Construction of the Medical School which 
began in February 1970 continued with an increased momentum throughout the fiscal year. The tight 
construction schedule — required by the project management method — posed a sustained demand on the 
resources of the office allowing minimal time to review specifications, drawings and bids. By the end of 
the fiscal year about sixty individual contracts have been let committing $12,261,871.15 for construction. 
Total project expenditures at the end of the fiscal year amounted to $8,774,225.70. 


The construction of trunk sewer lines to serve the Medical School has been completed. ‘The addition 
to the Central Power Plant has been completed in April. Phase II of the utility distribution system, a 
tunnel between the Central Power Plant and the Medical School, has been contracted in October to Cana 
Construction for $309,000, the work was 60% complete at the end of March 1971. ‘Tenders have been 
called for an additional boiler in the Central Power Plant and the contract has been awarded to Toronto 
Iron Works $339,235 with the total value of the work amounting to $465,735. The three additional 
floors (10, 11 and 12) to the Clinical Wing of the Foothills Hospital have been completed in June. Meet- 
ings of the Calgary Health Sciences Planning Committee gave consideration to the site development and 
connections between the Foothills Hospital and the Medical School. A comprehensive updating of utility 
records has been undertaken in preparation of extending services to new projects. Traffic surveys have 
been made at regular intervals at all entrances leading to the site in preparation for future traffic planning 
and effective parking control. 


2. The UNIVERSITY OF CALGARY — In the capacity of long range planning consultants to 
the University of Calgary, long range planning considerations were prepared for various areas of devel- 
opment such as Humanities, Fine Arts and Drama, Psychology, pedestrian and vehicular transportation and 
roadwork. A brochure providing general information about overall campus development and the principles 
of long range planning has been completed with the cooperation of the Campus development office. 
Special studies have been carried out for the routing of rapid transit through the campus and its impact on 
future development. A design was developed for a climate controlled skywalk system to connect all 
complexes. 


3. GENERAL WORK — Among the capital projects of the department, this office carried out 


work in the following areas: 


Construction of Site Development and Underground Parking at the Calgary Courthouse has com- 
menced and will provide Prisoners Receiving, service entrance and access to the underground parking. 
Landscaping will replace the old Land Titles Building and Power Plant and by removing all cars from 
the surface the entire city block will be transformed into a mini-park. 


Preliminary planning has been undertaken to finish the 4th Floor of the Oil & Gas Conservation 
Board Building and thus fully occupy the building. 


The Horticultural Station at Brooks has been renamed Alberta Horticultural Research Centre reflec- 
ting an enlarged scope of the institution. Studies were made to establish a Master Plan and the coordin- 
ated development of future facilities. Program and sketch designs have been developed for the Repair & 
Machine Shop to be constructed shortly. 


Site feasibility studies have been carried out for a proposed Veterinary Laboratory in the Calgary 
area. 


The planning of a pedestrian and utility tunnel connection between the Alberta Hospital and the 
Municipal Hospital in Claresholm has been coordinated with the Board and designers of the Municipal 
Hospital. 


Consultations have been held with the Engineering Department of the City of Calgary in connection 


with the construction of the Shaganappi Trail as this affected the Higher Education Reserve, held by the 
Crown for future development. 
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Site feasibility studies have been carried out and preliminary studies were made advising the Univer- 
sities Commission and the Department of Education regarding the Athabasca University which lead to the 
assembly of the site.

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_ ENGINEERING BRANCH 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The main functions of the Engineering Branch can be divided in two broad categories, the first being 
a supporting function for architectural work and the second being work of an engineering nature only. 


Within each of the above categories are the structural, mechanical, electrical and municipal engineer- 
ing disciplines. “The engineering work in support of the architectural branch consists of the structural de- 
sign for buildings, mechanical design for heating, ventilation, refrigeration, plumbing and any other special 
services that may be required, electrical design for illumination, communication, alarm and special services 
that may be required, electrical design for illumination, communication, alarm and power systems and 
municipal work for utility services, grading of the building site, roadways and walkways, etc. ‘The work 
under the second category is engineering work only and is made up of such projects as generation and dis- 
tribution of heating and electrical facilities, water and sewer mains, paving and related work and mechan- 
ical and electrical modifications to existing buildings. 


The operation of the Engineering Branch is directed by the Chief Public Works Engineer. Directly 
under him are four line positions, each one occupied by a section head responsible for an engineering dis- 
cipline. In addition, there are the staff positions of the Assistant Chief Engineer and the administrative 
support. 


During the past fiscal year, there were no significant staff and position changes in the Engineering 
Branch. ‘The following positions were vacated: 


1—Technologist IV — Transferred to Physical Plant Division 
1—Technologist III — Resigned 

1—Technologist I — Transferred to Department of Highways & Transport 
1—Junior Clerk Typist — Transferred to Properties Administration 


On March 31, 1971, we had a total staff of 52 in the engineering branch, consisting of the following: 


20—Engineers 
20—Technologists 
1—Administrative Officer 
3—Clerical Staff 
4—Instrumentmen (on wages) 
4—Survey Assistants (on wages) 


The Engineering Branch processed a total of 190 projects for a total construction value of 
$8,084,500.00. Of this amount, 82% involved work of an engineering nature and 18% was engineering 
work supporting the Architectural Branch. The Engineering Branch design staff completed 156 projects 
for a construction value of $3,525,000.00. The remainder of the work was carried out by private consul- 
tants. 
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During the 1970-1971 fiscal year, 23 different consultants were in our employ to carry out the various 
studies, designs and supervision work for the engineering branch. ‘The total fees paid out to these firms 
amounted to $825,766.00. In addition to the above, seven different firms were retained to carry out a 
program of soils testing and foundation investigations for our buildings and other structures. A total of 
$40,538.00 was paid out to these firms. Nine survey firms were retained to carry out survey work for 
the various Government buildings and institution sites. Fees and expenses amounting to $42,550.00 were 
paid out to these firms. For our program of water well drilling and testing, which was necessary to 
supply potable water to our building sites where required, two firms were employed to carry out this work 


at a total cost of $18,227.00. 


All fees paid out were in accordance with the recommendations set forth in the Schedule of Minimum 
Fees, as recommended by the Association of Professional Engineers of Alberta. 


All funds paid out to consultants include actual fees, expenses, costs of tests and other services. For 
all consultants retained, a list of names is prepared by the Engineering Branch and submitted to the Min- 
ister of Public Works for selection of a consultant. Projects involving fees of over $2,500.00 need auth- 
orization by Order in Council and an agreement between the Department of Public Works and the consul- 
tant is prepared. This agreement is signed by both the Minister of Public Works and the consulting 
engineer and defines the engineer’s responsibilities, the Minister’s responsibilities and the manner of pay- 
ment. 


Construction of underground utilities, including sewer, water, power and services corridor, continued 
at the University in Edmonton. Phase II (a) of the services corridor was completed in January of 1971, 
and although contracts for Phases II (b) and II (c) were awarded just prior to the end of the 1969-1970 
fiscal year, fieldwork was not well underway until April of 1970. Completion of these two phases is 
scheduled for the summer of 1971. A contract for Phase III (ab) of the Services Corridor was awarded 
in October of 1970 and work is expected to finish in late fall of 1971. With the completion of the first 
five phases of the underground services corridor, the total main corridor length will be 12,400 feet, and 
the length of branches connecting the main corridor to buildings will be 1400 feet. “The total cost of the 
five corridor contracts, when completed, will be close to nine million dollars. 


The last of the six major phases of the deep trunk sewer program was started in the summer of 1970. 
Upon the completion of this work, all major sewage lift stations in the campus area will have been elimin- 
ated, and a modern and dependable sewage system will be serving the greater campus area. Storm water 
and sanitary effluents are collected separately within the system, the storm water being discharged directly 
to the river and the sanitary effluent being discharged to the Mill Creek Sewer tunnel, which was com- 
pleted last year. “The total cost of the deep trunk sewer system, upon completion, will be close to 4%4 
million dollars. 


The last of three major phases of a potable water system was completed in 1970. The entire campus 
area is now served with a system having adequate flows and pressures to meet all domestic and fire require- 
ments. All water is supplied to the system through only three meters. Although the greater portion of 
the new water system is incorporated in the service corridor, new buried mains have been constructed at a 
cost of close to 1/3 million dollars. 


A contract was awarded late in the 1970-71 fiscal year for additions to the D.P.W. South Power 
Plant. “The equipment being installed will supply the service corridor distribution system with compressed 
air, demineralized water and chilled water to serve the southern portion of the campus area. Work on 
the installation of pumping equipment in the Central Cooling Plant was started in December of 1970. 
These pumps will deliver river water to the South Power Plant cooling machines via the services corridor 
pipeline. 


Modifications to the existing underground electrical distribution system continued during the 1970-71 
fiscal year and are expected to be essentially completed during 1971. ‘This work consists mainly of con- 
necting buildings to the new electrical system. 


During the past fiscal year, the Engineering Branch has been extensively involved in the planning of 
the Fish Hatchery and Rearing Station in Calgary. A contract for the drilling and development of the 
water wells was awarded in November of 1970. ‘These wells have since been completed and the required 
water flow for the operation of the Fish Hatchery was proven. ‘The availability of water of a sufficient 
quality was an important consideration in the selection of the Pearce Estate site, since pollution free water 
is of the utmost importance in fish culture. The planning of this project is nearing completion and it is 
proposed that construction will start early in the 1971-1972 fiscal year. 
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Construction of the Fort Saskatchewan, Redwater and County of Strathcona Waterline was completed 
during the 1970-1971 fiscal year and potable water is now available for the users in these areas. Planning 
for the Parkland Waterline was started and construction will commence early in the 1971-1972 fiscal year. 
This waterline will provide potable water to the users in the County of Parkland No. 31, Town of Spruce 
Grove and the Town of Stony Plain. Both waterlines are constructed by the Department for the muni- 
cipalities under Section II of the Department of Public Works Act. 


Another function performed by the Engineering Branch of the Department of Public Works involves 
the checking of engineering work carried out in association with private architects on the many projects 
for which the Architectural Department retains private architects. “The senior engineers of the Engineer- 
ing Branch have, over the past several years, reviewed and checked on the average of one project per week, 
including projects designed within the Department and those designed by private consultants. 
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PHYSICAL PLANT DIVISION 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Physical Plant Division is responsible for the operation and maintenance of all Government 
owned buildings and institutions, with the exception of the self-governing institutions such as the Univer- 
sities. The Physical Plant organization consists of management staff, tradesmen and supporting staff 
custodial staff, heating plant staff and groundsmen, to operate and maintain these buildings and associated 
grounds. 


The Physical Plant Division is composed of four basic units: 
1, OPERATIONS UNIT 


This group comprises the majority of the employees of the Division and is responsible for an effec- 
tive standard of servicing, operation and preventive maintenance of all buildings under the juris- 
diction of Public Works. This group is also responsible for compiling and reviewing annual 
estimates pertaining to the cost of servicing, maintaining, renovating and operating buildings 
which includes the costs of labour, equipment and materials. Lines of authority within this unit 
are clearly defined, and every employee answers to only one supervisor. Whenever practicable, 
employees are provided with assistance and data to enable them to check and assess their own 
performance. 


Security Services are provided at the Legislative Building and Grounds, Provincial Museum and 
Archives, and Auditoria and various Alberta Hospitals. Canadian Corps of Commissionaires In- 
corporated employees are utilized extensively for this purpose, as well as for the control of parking 
and traffic in parking lots. During the year, use was made of private firms which offer security 
services, utilizing specially trained employees. 


2. ADMINISTRATION SECTION 


This section consists of personnel who perform the required accounting and administrative duties 
and exercise control over procedures, methods and practices for the expenditure of funds for the 
Division. Improved systems have been developed and implemented. ‘These include: 


A. A cost analysis system, operated through the Data Processing Centre, which provides field 
staff with up-to-date information on expenditure of funds for the facilities under their juris- 
diction ; 


B. A Policy and Procedure Manual, together with a continuous updating procedure, has pro- 
vided field staff with improved access to reference on current policies of the Department; 
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C. A master Square Footage Data Book of all facilities under the jurisdiction of the Physical 
Plant Division is maintained and updated on a continuing basis; 


D. A system of maintaining current staff statistics has resulted in increased information on hum- 
an resources within the Division, and has permitted improved manpower planning. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS SHOPS 


This unit is a service organization whose purpose is to provide a readily available source of trades 
expertise and manpower for the use of the Physical Plant Division. ‘The organization consists of 
a group of tradesmen and supporting personnel covering the major trades, who perform special 
repair work, renovations and construction, upon the request of the operations unit. 


A fleet of trucks ranging in size from half-ton to diesel tractor units operates out of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works Shops providing truck transportation service for this and other depart- 
ments. ‘ 


Mechanical services for the Government car and truck fleet for this and other departments are 
available at the Government Garage in the Terrace Building. 


SPECIAL SERVICES SECTION 


This section consists of staff specialists who act in a consulting capacity to the operating section 
in such areas as air conditioning, plumbing, electrical, power plant and drafting. The Special 
Services Section is able to perform a wide variety of functions necessary for effective management 
of the Physical Plant Division. 


These functions could involve the following range of services: 
A. Consultation on abnormal problems arising out of the operation of Government facilities. 
B. ‘Technical service in areas such as office layout and drafting. 


C. Co-ordination of programs of a Province-wide nature, such as the present Preventive Maint- 
enance Program. 


D. Economic studies on the efficient utilization of Government Resources, including economics 
of building operation and operation cost analysis. 


E. Research on modern materials, methods and design practices, involving programs of a contin- 
uing nature.

Funds were also provided in Appropriation 2699 - Maintenance and Construction Salary Pool. ‘This 
appropriation is utilized for payment of salaries to tradesmen, utility workers, labourers, heating plant 
staff, and grounds staff. The salaries are then charged to the Capital and Income Appropriations and 
this appropriation is reimbursed. ; 
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Restraint of expenditures continued throughout this fiscal year, as is reflected in the total estimated 
and total expenditure amounts. 


A total of three hundred eighty-nine capital construction jobs were undertaken by the Physical Plant 
Division during 1970-1971 fiscal year with expenditures of approximately $2,500,000.00. This work was 
more expediently done by the Department because of its specialized nature, and was carried out with the 
approval of the Deputy Minister. Most of this work was required at institutions, hospitals and public 
buildings where normal operations continued during construction. 


The reorganization of the Physical Plant Division has progressed in accordance with the guidelines 
laid down in the “Organization Announcement” dated August 1969, and the first three phases are now 
essentially complete. The development of the Shops organization as a unit was initiated February Ist, 
1971, as Phase III of the amalgamation. The role of the Department of Public Works Shops has moved 
away from direct responsibility for facilities towards a role as a support group. Plans for the implemen- 
tation of Phase IV, the final stage of the amalgamation, are now proceeding and will be initiated early in 
the next year. 


The Physical Plant Division accepted responsibility for the operation and maintenance of an additional 
900,000 square feet of building area, an increase of approximately 6.0 percent over the total square footage 
as of March 3lst, 1970. 


On April Ist, 1970, the Physical Plant Division accepted the responsibilities for grounds keeping at 
the Alberta Hospitals at Ponoka, Edmonton, Claresholm, and Raymond; Rosehaven Home, Camrose; 
Alberta School Hospital, Red Deer; and Deerhome Institution, Red Deer. 


Responsibility for maintaining and operating the Aberhart Memorial Sanatorium, Edmonton was 
transferred to the University of Alberta Hospital on January Ist, 1971. 


Greater utilization of staff has been accomplished by more effective management at the local level 
and by the Division’s policy not to refill any position which becomes vacant due to a transfer, promotion, 
retirement or resignation without giving each situation very careful consideration. 


The Division has taken full advantage of the Staff Development Program which is provided by the 
Personnel Administration Office, and was recommended to the Departments by the Honourable H. E. 
Strom, Premier of the Province of Alberta, during the summer of 1970. Approximately ninety Physical 
Plant Division employees have participated in these courses. 
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STOCK ADVANCE BRANCH 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Mr. B. Neilson, Stock Advance Administrator, directs the operation of this branch from the central 
office in the Terrace Building, Edmonton. A total staff of 31 employees is divided into a stores section, 
for which Mr. R. A. English, Chief Stockkeeper is responsible, and an accounting section with Mr. D. 
Kostiw, Chief Clerk Accountant, in charge. 


This section of the department is responsible for the administration of the Stock Advance Fund and 
the inventory of machinery, equipment and material necessary for its operation. A sum of money is al- 
located each fiscal year to the branch as a working fund in order that the department may purchase and 
maintain a stock of machinery, equipment and material. “This provides an immediate source of supply for 
the government trade forces, thus eliminating unnecessary delays and reducing down-time to the minimum. 


The funds advanced in the year 1970-1971 were $1,500,000.00. 
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The main function of the Stock Advance Branch is to provide a material warehousing service where 
more than 4,000 stock items are held available. “These items include building materials, furnishings, auto- 
motive and equipment parts and gasoline. ‘The operation of the Stock Advance Fund allows the branch 
to obtain all the benefits of bulk purchasing. Purchases are made through the facilities of the Government 
Purchasing Agency. ‘The stock is charged, as issued, against various departments, services and government- 
sponsored activities. 


A stock of building and industrial equipment, including a fleet of trucks, is purchased out of the fund, 
is maintained by the branch and is an immediate source of supply through rental to the various depart- 
ments. 


A stock of office furniture is purchased and maintained for standardization of government offices 
throughout the province, and is charged, as issued, against the various buildings. 


Building Material and Equipment Rental Catalogues, which are revised annually, are distributed 
throughout the government service. The branch also undertakes other promotional and informative activ- 
ities to develop and maintain a quantitative foundation with relation to cost benefits and target priorities 
of departmental programs and budgets. 


The department operates production shops in the cities of Edmonton and Calgary. When a special 
item of furniture or equipment is required which is not readily obtainable from an outside supplier, it is 
manufactured in our own shop. ‘The cost is obtained by issuing a Stock Advance Job Order for the work 
involved. This permits the Stock Advance Section to obtain the cost of the work and thus charge the 
total manufacturing cost to the particular department or service. 


The department also operates an automotive garage and, when a unit operated by a department re- 
quires repairs, the cost is obtained and charged in a similar manner. 


A ten percent charge to cover supervision and administration is made on all operations. The profits 
arising from the operations of the year, as shown by the statements certified by the Provincial Auditor, are 
transferred to the General Revenue Fund. 
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ANNUAL REPORT 1970-71 


PERSONNEL OFFICE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The 1970-71 fiscal year was one of retrenchment and consolidation in the Personnel Branch. Because 
of the anti-inflationary economy, staff turnover was reduced considerably compared to previous years. A 
number of vacancies that were created were not filled because of re-structuring of staffs and as a result of 
increased productivity. [his increased productivity was especially noticeable in the caretaking field. 


Effective October 1, 1970, the Public Service Commissioner’s office officially delegated authority for 
recruitment and selection to the Department. ‘This has resulted in a number of new procedures and an in- 
creased workload for officers and clerical staff alike. Under the new procedures there is no longer a rep- 
resentative of the Public Service Commissioner’s office on Selection Panels; however, the Commissioner’s 
office retains authority over eligibility requirements of candidates. The Commissioner’s office also per- 
forms post-audit checks for competitions conducted by the Department. 


Training received increased emphasis this past year which resulted in approximately 160 employees 
attending various programs sponsored by the Organization Development Division of the Public Service 
Commissioner’s Office. “These programs varied from one day seminars held for local employees in different 
locations throughout the Province to week-long in-residence conferences held in Banff. Sixty-three em- 
ployees received reimbursement through the Training Costs Committee for part of the cost of courses taken 
at their own expense on their own time. 


Changes in senior staff of the Department during the year were restricted to the Physical Plant Div- 
ision which saw the appointment of Mr. C. H. Goings, formerly Assistant Director of Maintenance, as 
Shops Administrator. Mr. Goings’ new duties give him complete responsibility for the Physical Plant 
Shops in Edmonton and Calgary. ‘This appointment was part of the plan for the amalgamation of Main- 
tenance and Utilities Branches into the Physical Plant Division.

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CONSTRUCTION BRANCH 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Construction Branch of the Department of Public Works is responsible for the supervision of 
building contracts awarded by the Department. It is the foremost concern of the Construction Branch 
to ensure that construction proceeds according to the plans and specifications, that costs of extras are con- 
trolled, that projects are completed and readied for occupancy by the tenants as scheduled and that money 
payments are made to the Contractors according to the progress of the work. 


During the fiscal year 1970-71, the Construction Branch continued its responsibilities for the super- 
vision and cost control in the field of the Department’s new construction program. ‘This control was ex- 
ercised through the individual construction inspectors who provided either resident inspection at major 
project sites or visiting area coverage of groups of smaller projects. “The work continued to be grouped 
administratively under the Northern Regional Office in Edmonton and the Southern Regional Office in 
Calgary, both of which reported directly to Mr. E. M. Silver, P.Eng., the Chief Construction Engineer and 
Branch Head, who is located in Edmonton. 


In the period April 1, 1970 to March 31, 1971, the dollar volume of projects approved for construc- 
tion dropped and the bulk of projects consisted of smaller scale works scattered throughout the Province of 


Alberta. 


The cost of the 31 projects carried through into the fiscal year 1970-71 amounted to $35,354,215.25. 
Of these, the Edmonton Courthouse (10.4 million) and the University of Alberta Services Tunnels, Phase 
II-B and II-C (3 million) will carry through to completion in the 1971-72 financial year. 


The cost of the 40 projects and 19 Salt Storage Sheds started during the fiscal period 1970-71 am- 
ounted to $11,543,755.99. These included Highways Garages (14), A.L.C.B. Stores (3), Treasury 
Branches (3), Senior Citizens’ Homes (2), Queen’s Printer Building, Edmonton, Courthouse, Fort Mac- 
leod, the Alberta Vocational Centre in Calgary (4.6 million), and the University of Alberta Utilities 
Tunnels III-A/B (2.6 million). 


The cost of the 56 projects completed during 1970-71 amounted to $20,956,250.34. These covered a 
wide range from Salt Sheds, Highways Garages (11), A.L.C.B. Stores (9), and a Provincial Building at 
Grande Cache to an Infirmary Hospital Building (2.029 million), a Farm Mechanics Building (1.056 
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million), a Vocational Centre (4.26 million), Major Deep Trunk Sewers and Water Distribution Systems 
at the University of Alberta (2.978 million), and a Medical Science Wing at SAIT (1.836 million). 


The total construction load in hand during 1970-71 of $67,854,221.58 covering work completing, 
continuing, and starting, presented a sustained challenge to the Construction Inspectors on the staff. Con- 
struction standards and work quality continued to be emphasized by the Construction Inspectors in their 
dealings with the General Contractors and their Subcontracting forces. Time continued to be devoted to 
the finalization and problem solying required in connection with some $20,000,000 worth of projects 
whose 12 month warranty period ended during the fiscal year. 


The Branch Head, Mr. E. M. Silver, P.Eng., continued his personnel development program and up- 
grading of project team performance. Improved work methods continued to be explored, examined and 
implemented wherever possible. 
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CONTRACTS BRANCH 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The main functions of this branch of the department are: 


a) to maintain strict control of expenditures within the Capital Construction and Furnishings and 
Equipment Appropriations 


b) to apply for additional funds when required 


c) to print and issue drawings, specifications and addenda for all projects for which the department 
has invited tenders 


d) to compile Capital Construction and Furnishings and Equipment Estimates 
e) to requisition furnishings and equipment to meet the needs of all government departments 


f) to maintain an inventory of all furnishings supplied to various Government Offices throughout 
the Province 


g) to acquire all used furnishings declared by departments and re-allocate where needed or declare to 
the Alberta Commercial Branch as surplus to our needs. 


The Contracts Branch is operated by a staff of fourteen employees and is divided into a Blueprint- 
ing and Duplicating Services Section, an Order Desk, a General Administration Section and a used Furn- 
ishings Section. 


During the year under review, the branch administered two Appropriations — 2682 - Sites and Con- 


struction and 2683 — Furnishings and Equipment. Expenditures under these Appropriations were:

The Order Desk section processed approximately 5,639 requisitions from other government depart- 
ments for furnishings and equipment. 
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The Blueprinting and Duplicating Service printed 3,111 sets of drawings of an average of 40 prints 
per set. They also Xeroxed 950,000 pages of specitications. 


The General Administration Section prepared tendering documents, advertised and issued drawings 
and specifications for 74 projects. Microfilming of plans of all government buildings were completed 
during the year and the record films were sent to Regional Emergency Government Headquarters, Pen- 
hold for safekeeping and for reference in event of national or provincial emergency. Duplicate films are 
held in the Printing Section where they may be examined by means of a Microfilm Reader/Printer. 


During the year the branch took over the additional responsibility of administering the used furnish- 
ings Section. “This section was re-organized and the following progress was made. 


a) an inventory of furnishings was initiated and is scheduled to be complete by September, 1971. 


b) Furnishings and Equipment were received and placed in position for the Senior Citizens’ Homes, 
Lac la Biche and Thorhild, also the Alberta Vocational Center, Edmonton 


c) this section has two warehouses, one for the Northern area, located in Edmonton and one for 
the Southern area, located in Calgary. 


Many requests for furnishings were filled by the supply of used furniture, had new furniture been 
supplied it would have cost approximately $91,000.00, also used furniture for an estimated market value 
of $18,000.00 was turned over to the Alberta Commercial Branch for disposal. 
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PROPERTIES 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Properties Branch is responsible for the administration of space in both Crown owned and leased 
buildings, the acquisition of sites for all Government projects and the payment of all Grants to Municipal- 
ities in Lieu of Taxes as well as Local Improvements. These duties and related work are carried out by 
a staff of 19. 


The payments for Grants in Lieu of Taxes increased from year to year as the Government acquires 
more property or increases the improvements to existing property, and for the year ending March 31, 1971 
the addition of Grants in Lieu of Taxes for Grazing Reserves brought the total paid for the year to 
$3,097,857.00. Local improvements incurred payments totalling $74,233.06. 


During the course of the year, this Branch administered 308 leases for 1,399,958 square feet of office 
and storage space at a cost of $2,319,909.12. 


The provision of parking stalls for Government employees involved 4,825 stalls of which 840 were 
leased. ‘The gross revenue from all parking stalls was $170,314.00. The total cost for operating parking 
stalls far exceeds any revenue received resulting in a deficit and parking being heavily subsidized. 


Land acquisition for the Government area in Edmonton is continuing, although the construction of the 
first building in this area has been temporarily deferred. During the course of the fiscal year six properties 
were purchased for the sum of $172,796.18. Land prices continue to increase with land in the Government 
Development Area selling from $6.00 to $8.00 per sq. ft. “The acquisition of lands throughout the Proy- 
ince involved 33 properties for a total cost of $1,331,860.87. Purchases included sites for Provincial 
Buildings, Treasury Branches, Athabasca University, Highway Maintenance Yards and land required for 
the $12,000,000.00 expansion to Northern Alberta Institute of Technology. As a result of proposed ex- 
pansion to Northern Alberta Institute of Technology, it is anticipated that an additional 3,000 parking 
stalls will be required. 
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The Properties Branch is responsible for the safe custody of titles and presently administers 540 titles. 
This administration incurs the granting and recording of easements and right-of-ways. 


This Branch is responsible for the placing of insurance on all Government owned buildings in the 
Province. Premiums amounting to $251,643.42 were paid in the 1970-71 fiscal year. Based on building 
construction and fire rating, percentage coverage varies from a minimum of 50% of replacement cost to 


as high as 75%. 


All requests for telephone installations are handled through this Branch and presently includes 6,533 
accounts. ‘Total payment for telephone accounts was $1,156,042.52.

As the Government is continually being requested to provide more services, and as this trend continues, 
the properties branch and the functions related thereto will continue to grow. 


THE CROWN PROPERTY MUNICIPAL GRANTS ACT 


Under “The Crown Property Municipal Grants Act”, being Chapter 81 of the Revised Statutes of 
Alberta, 1970, and amendments and regulations thereto, grants are paid on all Crown-owned properties 
other than the following: 


(a) real property forming part of an undertaking in respect of the conservation, irrigation, reclam- 
ation, rehabilitation or reforestation of land. 


(b) any park, historical site) monument or museum; 
(c) except when otherwise prescribed by the Provincial Treasurer, real property leased to or occu- 
pied by a person from whom the municipality may, by reason of his interest in the property, 


levy and collect a municipal tax; 


(d) real property used for or in connection with academic, trade, forestry or agricultural schools, 
colleges or universities ; 


(e) real property used for or in connection with hospitals and mental institutions; 
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(f) real property comprising streets, lanes, roadways or road allowances ; 
(g) (deleted by amendment) ; 


(h) real property owned by the Alberta Liquor Control Board, the Alberta Government ‘Tele- 
phones Commission or the Workmen’s Compensation Board; 


(i) any specific property or class of real property exempted from the provisions of the Act by the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council. 


In addition to this, grants are paid on any buildings which would otherwise be excluded but which are 
serviced by local utilities services, such as forestry ranger buildings. 
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GRANTS IN LIEU OF TAXES 


During the fiscal year 1970-71, a total of $3,093,429.24 was paid to the following Cities, Towns, 
Villages, Counties and Municipal Districts throughout Alberta as grants in lieu of taxes for government 
properties. “The amounts listed were gross disbursements, and a total of $72,176.15 was received as re- 
imbursements from various sources as listed. The net total payment for 1970-71 was therefore $3,021,253.09.
